SAYS CLEVELAND 


Richard Olney, at McClellan 
Dinner, Urges Democra- 
cy to Turn to the Ex- 
‘President, 


REFUSES T0 BE PRESENT. 


Former Chief Magistrate De- 
clines to Associate with the 
Men Who Denounced 


Him in 1892. 


Olney at Tammany’s banquet tonight to 
Mayor McClellan, offered the name of Grover 
Cleveland to the democracy of the United 
States as its most ayailablé candidate for 
presidency. 
ammany cheered Cleveland's name, but 
Cleveland himself was not present. In fact, 
he refused to come, in spite of the fact that 
he had been advertised as the star attraction 
of the evening. Be 
William McAdoo, commissioner of police, 
and who was assistant secretary of the navy 
during Cleveland's last administration, went 
to Princeton personally and urged his old 
ehief to attend the banquet and lend his in- 
fluence to the effort made to rally all demo- 
crates under one banner. 


Remembers Former Slights. 
McAdoo’s mission was not a success. He 
was told in plain words that Cleveland had no 
wish to sit at the same table with the men 
who in 1892 at the democratic national] con- 
| vention in Chicago had belabored him as the 
enemy of his party. He remembered that 
Bourke Cockran, who was 'toastmaster to- 
‘night, was the orator of the Tammany dele- 
gation which opposed Cleveland's nomina- 
tion in.1892, and which signed a protest de- 
claring he could not carry New York state 
if. 

Mr. McAdoo insists that there is no sign 
of weakening on the part of the man who has 
asserted he will not permit the use of his 
name in connection with another nomination 


for the presidency. 


A partial compromise finally was effected 
by Cleveland permitting it to be understood 
that he would. not refuse an invitation. 
Then he sent a letter of regret, as follows: 

. [I much regret that a vexatious indispositiog pre- 
venta me from attending the dinner tende by 
the citizens of New York to their newly elected 
mayor, George. B. McClellan. As a former resi- 
dent of the city, still interested in all that per- 
tains to its welfare, I would be pleased to partici- 
pate in an event which will give opportunity for the 
expression of a well grounded anticipetion of the 
civic benefits wh should result from the tri. 
umph of the New York democracy. 

While the assumption of the duty Involved In the 
government of the greatest city ef our country 
creates grave responsibilities, the impressive 
thought cannot be evaded that the manner in 
which the democracy of the ¢ity shall meet its 
municipal responsibilities will in a large degrer 
determine the extent to which our fellow coun- 
trymen, in every part of the land, will be willing 
to trust the democracy of the nation in broader 

fields of governmental! rule. 

Those far beyond the limit of New York who love 
the democratic party confidently expect that the 
methods of the new municipal administration will 
be so: clean and efficient and {ts high purposes so 
manifest in all things as to impress the entire 
country with the security and peace promised by 
the national supremacy of a safe and conservative 
democracy. 

Prominent Leaders Are Absent. 

In spite of the fact that the dinner was 
planned ‘as a harmony affair, many demo- 
cratic leaders wereabsent. Senator Gorman, 
who is a candidate for the presidency, re- 
mained away, George Gray of Delaware, 
another presidential aspirant, found it in- 
convenient to be present. Judge Parker, 
who is a candidate, sent regrets. John G. 
Carlisle was not there. W. J. Bryan was not 
invited. Senator Morgan of Alabama was 
absent, and so was Patrick A. Collins of 
Boston. Carter Harrison of Chicago was 
expected, but he was necegsarily absent. 

George B. McClellan, the man for whom the 
banquet was given, was cheéred, but not with 
the same enthusiasm that greeted the name 
of Judge Parker, whose absence was keenly 
deplored, and whose letter of regret brought 
every man in the great bariquet room to his 
feet. Former Senator D. 8. Hill aiso was 
well received. Bourke Cockran introduced 
Hill with reference to his famous slogan, “I 
am a democrat,’’ At the same time waving his 
hand as a signal for the diners to arise and 

greet him. Perhaps one-half answered the 

jsignal, The other half remained seated. Be- 
fore Hill concluded many left the room, 
Olney’s Tribute to Cleveland. 

Richard Olney, who was secretary of state 
during the last democratic national adminis- 
tration, was the only prondunced Cleveland 
man at the table. He paid a glowing tribute 
to thé strength of Cleveland, which was 
loudly cheered. It was at! the close of his 
speech when he referred to the former presi- 
dent as the one man who could lead the de- 
mocracy to victory. He said: | 

“Mr. Chairman,' the man-of all men most 
thoroughly representative jof the national 

policids I-have indicated, the most capable 
and sure’ of making them effective—the op- 
portunity being given—the man of the proven 
courage of his convictions; who never’ yet 
turned his backsupon the approach of pub- 
lic duty and is ‘too old to learn how, that 
man unfortunately absent alt this time, but a 
New Yorker by adoption if hot by birth, and 
one whom New York has always delighted to 
honor-that man is Grover Cleveland, whose 
record in the past is an all sufficient guar- 
antee of his action, in the future.” 
Olney Outlines Platform. 

Mr. Olney had been introduced as a diplo- 
matist who had never followed the policy of 
wandering around the world, seeking quar- 
rels with weaker nations, and as the “ pride 
of New England, but enthroned in the hearts 
of all hiscountrymen.” 

After an opening personal tribute to Mr, 
McClellan and the: democratic party which 
elected him, Mr. Olney declared that it was 
a misfortune for the country that the re- 
publican party had for seven years been in 
umiisputed control of all departments of the 
government, and he considered the present 
gathering a good sign that there wilr be in 
the fuiure a well organized and patriotic 
opposition. He continued: |

SCHWAB 1S ACCUSED. 


Direct Charge of. Frand Made by 
Shipyard Receiver. 


MILLIONS ARE INVOLVED. 


| Former Steel Trust President Declared 
| to Have Headed Plot. 


Newark, N..J., Jan. 4.—[Special.}—Charles 
M. Schwab and his associates are charged 
‘with fraud and conspiracy in the transactions 
involving thé sale of the Bethlehem Steel 
company to the United States Shipbuilding 
company and in the subsequent transactions 
which resulted in the wrecking of the ship- 
building company. 

The charges are made in a petition filed by 
Receiver Smith of the shipbuilding company, 
and in it he says that Schwab and his asso- 
clates procured the formation of a board of 
“dummy” directors for the shipbuilding 
company, and through these “ dummy” di- , 
rectors adopted a plan of organization by 
which $10,000,0000 collateral mortgage bonds, 
| $10,000,000 preferred stock, and $10,000,000 
common stock should be turned over for 
$300,000 worth of shares of stock of the Beth- 
lehem Steel company. 


Retain Control of Plant. — 
This part of the conspiracy, the petition 
says, was successfully executed, and was fol- 
lowed by the next move whereby Schwab and | 
his essociates were enabled to retain absolute 
control of the Bethlehem Steel company, with 
power so to manipulate these properties as 
to cause the shipbuilding company to be ap- 
parently in defaukt in the payment of interest 
upon its bonds and become apparently in- 
solvent, and thus make it possible to acquire 
ali the properties of the shipbuilding corpora- 
tion for a sum much less than the full value 
and defraud the creditors.

They 
want to shift the blame to the management 
so that the other houses will be allowed to 
reopen without further delay. 

In attempting to gather facts to induce 
Mayor Harrison to reconsider his order the 
labor leaders have obtained some evidence 
toward proving the following: | 

That the management of the Iroquois em- 
ployed apprentices. | 

That the asbestos curtain was not burned 
up, but that the asbestos was washed from 
the body of the drop by the water. d 

That the inspection of the theaters in Chi- 
cago has been a farce and that incompetent 
men have been doing the work. 

That superannuated firemen have been 
placed by the department in the various 
theaters, 

That in the majority of houses there are 
too few stage employés. | 

That the fire apparatus is practically use- 
less as now placed on the stages. 

That in many of the theaters bags of sand 
are fastened to curtain! ropes, making it 
difficult to drop the curtains. 

These facts, and aS mahy more as can be 
obtained, will be submitted first to a com- 
mission of labor leaders, all but one to come 
from the building trades, and then in con- 
densed form be sent to Mayor Harrison.

Schmict, a druggist, whose offices in ths 
Schiller building also overlook tha roof of the 


Story of an Eye Witness. 
Schmidt's statement is typieal

“T could see the skylights plainly, and often 
before had noticed them. During several days 
before the fire I had seen that against eaen 
half of each of the sliding lights scantiings 
had been braced, apparentTy to hold them 
from slipping back and opening. The scant- 
lings were there during the fire, and the win- 
dows did not open. Finally the eastern 
skylight was broken by the heat and smoke 
and fire came through it. The western sky- 
light remained in place, and onty a few curlg 
of smoke came through. } 

“The big ventilator between the lights 
must also have been closed. From the one 
over the auditorium the smoke rolled up in 
cloudé. The western window still was closed 
Thursday morning and until about 1 p. m., 
when four men came from the roof of the 
Real Estate building, and, after examining 
the skylighta, knocked the scantling braces 
from both of them and forced open the west- 


as important as that about the failure of the 
‘asbestos’ curtain to drop in fixing the re- 
sponsibility for the holocaust,”’ said 
spector Fulkerson. “These lights are 
tended as much for fire protection as wan 
the curtain. Had they been opened when the 
fire started they would have kept the flames 
confined to the stage. They must have been 
sucked up through the stage roof. — 

* Every lfe lost in the auditorium would 
have been saved, and I question whether 
there would have been any one killed on the 
stage. One or two men working in the filles 
might have been caught. but even that would. 
have been better than that nearly 600 per- 
sons in the audience should have been sacri- 
ficed. In spite of the failure of the curtain 
to work, and of the fearful biast of cold 
alr that rushed in through the stage en- 
trance, the audience would have been saved 
had these skylights operated and the ven- 
tilator between been opened. Whoever igere- 
sponsible for the fastening of the skylights 
hes a heavy load of guilt to bear. ‘ 


May Fix Hesponsibility. 

“The opening of the skylights on the fol- 
jowing day is an act subsequent to the fire 
and did not contribute to the loses of life.” 
continued Mr. Fulkerson. “It fe merely an 
evidence that some one in authority knew of 
the crime that bad been committed and 
sought to destroy the evidence of it. 

“As I see it now, the man who sent the 
workmen to open these skylights on Thur» 
day must be the man who fs responsible for 
their being braced fast. When we get Jones 
and learn who sent him t that work, we 
will have directly piaced the reepone!bility 
for the loss of life in. the auditorium, so far 
as one, and one of the greatest, contributing 
conditions is concerned. I have consulted 
with J. F. Stewart, chief inepector for the 
Chicago Underwriters’ association.” 

Each Tells of “Heroism.” 

Stories of heroic attempts to calm the 
audience and get it Into an orderly retreat 
were told to Mr. Fulkerson by the seven 
members of the male octet, who were ar- 
rested and held as witnesses, Each one 

nted himself a hero, but each also ad- 
mitted that he knew little of anything that 
took place after the fire started. They did 
not look around, because they were afraid of 
being fined, they said. 

About the only information the attorney 
secured from the singers was that the cur- 
tain had dropped part way and stuck.

Legislature Soon to Meet. 

The executive council of the state, consist- 
ing of Gov. Cummins, Secretary of State 
Martin,. State Auditor Carroll, ané State 
Treasurer Bilbertson, held a brief session 
this evening, and announced the convening 
of the legislature would not be postpened. 
It will meet one week from today and ar- 
rangements will be made so that the ses- 
sions can be held. 

The origin of the fire is.a mystery, and 
Gov. Cummins will order an immediate in- 
vestigation. The supposition is that it started 
either from/a lMghted candle carelessly left 
burning or from an electric light wire. 


Fire Department Handicapped. | 
The fire department was unable to fight the 
flames effectively, the height of the building 
and elevation of the capite) site making pres- 
sure impossible. The gallery of the house 
chamber fell with a crash, portions of the 
aébris slightly injuring two firemen and en- 
dangering the lives of several. The scatter- 
ing ef the burning débris made the saving 
of the building appear impossible. Gov. 
Cummins gave up hope and State Architect 
Liebbe thought the builing was doomed, 


of desolation. The marble staircases are 
covered with foe, the floors are covered with 
water, and the offices under the burned part 
ef the building are fleoded. Many frescoes 
in the chamber ef the house can never be re- 
placed. The Iowa capitol fs one of the best 
in the United States. It is built along the 
lines of the capitol at Albany. It has been 
the pride of the state and of the city of Des 
Moines, and was erected at a cost of $3.000,- 


000. 

The building was supposed to have been 
fireproof, but the use of several false cell- 
ings tn the house furnished excellent ma- 
teria) for the flames. 

The building. like the remainder of the 
state buildings and tnstitutions, was not 
insured. It has been the policy of the Iowa 
legislators to refuse to make appropriations 
for insurance on state buildings, claiming 
it is cheaper for the state to carry its risks 
than to pay premiums. 


State Carries No Insurance. 


At the last meeting of the Iowa legislature 
the question of insuring the state buildings 
was brought up and referred to a committee. 
Its members examined the records of the fires 
in the state buildings and reported that the 
premiums on ifmeurance for the period of 
statehood would elightly exceed the total 
loss during that time. In consequence the 
legislature did not make an appropriation 
for insurance. 

During the last two years Iowa has suf- 
fered heavy losses on the State university 
library at Iowa City, the school for the deaf 
and dumb at Council Bluffs; the hospital! for 
the tnsane at Glenwood, the medical! bulld- 
ting at the state university, and the main 
bullding of the agricultural college at Ames. 

Fire in Pittsburg. | 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 4.—Considerable ex 
citement was caused by a fire today in the 
Vilsack office building, 6200 Penn avenue. 
The building is a six story structure, and the 
flames spread so rapidly that all the occu- 
pants of the upper floors were compelled te 
take to the fire escapes and ladders, but all 
got out safely. The fire was extinguished 
after $15,000 damage. 


OGDEN GAS COMPANY DENIES 
ALL OF CITY’S ALLEGATIONS. 


People’s Gas Company Not Owner of 
_ Any of the Property or Rights, the 
Answer Filed Alleges. : 


In an anewer filed yesterday in the federal 
court to the suit begun by the city denial fs 
made of the allegation that the Ogden Gas 
company sold any of its property or rights 
to the People’s Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany, or that ft received an advance of $100,- 
000 from the same concern. There also 
general denial of all the materia! allegations 
presented by the complainant in the suit, 
which was brought several months ago to 
forfeit the rights and property of the Ogden 
Gas company. 

The suit is based on the contention that the 
company had been absorbed by the People’s 
Gas Light and Cokecompany. The franchise 
of the Ogden Gas company forbids such sale 
or merger, and provides for forfeiture to the 
city in the event ofeuch a transaction. 

The case now is almost ready for hearing 
by Judge Kohlisaat. Besides the answer of 
the Ogden company the records of the fed- 


eral court also contain the answer of the 


People’s Gas Light and Coke company, and 
the answer and cross bill of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company.

DEFENDING HIS ACTION IN PANAMA. 


Washingten, D. C., Jan. 4-—[Special.)}— 
Presidert Roaseveit, in a especial message to 
cengreas, read in both heuses teday, swept 
away the mass of insfinuation and innuendo 
by which his adménistration has been as- 
safied in connection with the revolution on 
of.Panama. The president de- 


“ IT hesitate to refer te the injurious insinu- 
ations which have Ween Made of complicity 
by this gevernment in the revelutichary 
movement in Panama. They ere as destitute 
ef foundation as of prepricty.

previous knowledge of the revolution except 
as was accessible to any person of ordinary 
intelligence who read the newspapers and

Why Panama Was Recognized. | 

The president telis congress plainly why 
he recognized the new republic. He reviews 
the histery of the Hay-Herron cana) treaty. 
showing bow it had been insolently repu- 
@iated by Colembia in the hope of deferring 
action for a year in erder that it might con- 
fiscate the French company’s rights and sell 
them to the United States for $40,000,000. 

In cenclusion President Roosevelt declares 


ma was imperatively required for three rea- 
sons. First, eur treaty rights; second, our 
nationa] interests and safety; third, the in- 
terests of collective civilisation. 

The president's message is naturally divided 
into three parts, the first dealing with the 
efforts to carry out the directibns of congress 
to negotiate a treaty with Nicaragua if the 
Panama route could not be secured ** within 
reasonable time.’"" The second part of the 
message answers the contentions of Sena- 
tors Hoar and Gorman that the United States 
assisted In the Panama revolution, and the 
last part explains the president's reasons for 
recognizing the new republic. 


Negotiations with Colombia. 


and Nicaragua, the message reviews the his- 
tory of the Spooner act and the Hay-Herran 
treaty, and continues: 

Finally the congress definitely settled where the 
canal was to be built. It was provided that a 
treaty should be made for building the canal across 
the isthmus of Panama; and if, after reasonable 
time, it proved impossible to secure such treaty, 
that then we sheuld go te Nicaragua. The treaty 
has been made; fort needs no argument to show 
that the intent of the congress was to Insure a 
canal across Panama, and that whether the re- 
public granting the title was called New Granada, 
Colombia, or Panama mattered not one whit. As 
events turned out, the question of ** reasonable 
time did not enter Into the matter at all. Al- 
though, as the months went by, it became increas- 
ingly’ improbable that the Colombian congress 
would ratify the treaty er take steps which would 
be equivalent thereto, yet all chance for such ac- 
tion on their part did not vanish until the congress 
closed at the end of October; and within three days 
thereafter the revolution tn Panama had broken 
out. Panama became an independent state, and 
the control of the territory necessary for building 
the canal then became obtainable. 

The condition under which alone we could have 
gone to Nicaragua thereby became impossible of 
fulfillment. If the pending treaty with Panama 
should not be ratified by the senate this would not 
alter the fact that we could not go to Nicaragua. 
The congress has decided the route and there is no 
alternative under existing legislation. 

A second alternative was that by the close of the 
session on the last day of October, without the 
ratification of the treaty by Colombia and without 
any steps taken by Panama, the American congress 
on assembling early in November would be con- 
fronted with a situation tn which there had been 
a failure to come to terms as to building the canal 
along the Panama route, and yet there had not 
been a lapse of reasonable time—using the word 

le tm any proper sense—such as would 
justify the administration going to the Nicaragua 
route. This situation seemed on the whole the 
most likely. and, as a matter of fact, I had made 
the original draft of my message to the congress 
with @ view to its existence. : 


Secession Plans Not Secret. 


The president then takes up the history of 
the secession of Panama. He quotes:many 
extracts fromthe columns of the daily news- 
papers, showing that for many months the 
preparations for the revolution had been re- 
ported in the United States. He quotes from 
the Washington Post of Aug. 31, from the 
same newspaper of Sept. 1, from the New 
York Times of Sept. 10 and Sept. 18, from the 
New York Herald of Oct. 26. All these dis- 
patches showed that not only was Panama 
preparing for the revolution but that Colom- 
bia had discussed plans for preventing it. | 

The president also reports the details of a 
report made to him personally by Capt. C. 
B. Humphrey and Lieut. Grayson Mallet- 
Prevost, officers of the regular army. who 
had visited Panama after a four months’ tour 
of inspection In Venezuela and northern Co- 
lombia. Until they landed at Colon they had 
no knowledge that a revolution was impend- 
ing, save what they had gained from the 
newspapers. 


Why Ships Were Sent. 

It was the informatien given by these 
officers that led President Roosevelt to take 
the precautionary steps that led to his being 
accused by the enemies of the administration 
of sending warships to the isthmus to assist 
in the revolution. The message on this point 
says: 

In view of all these facts I directed the navy 
department to issue instructions such as would 
insure our having ships within easy reach of the 
isthmus in the event of need arising. Orders 
were given on Oct. 19 to the Boston to proceed 
to San Juan del Sur, Nicaragua; to the Dixie to 
prepare to sail from League tsland, and to the 
Atianta te preceed to Guantaname. On Oct; 80 
the Nashville was ordered to preceed te Colon. 
On Nov. 2, when, the Colombian congress having 
adjourned, it was evident that the outbreak was 
imminent, and when it was announced that both 
sides were making ready forces whose mesting 
would mean bloodshed and diserder, the Colombian 
troops having been embarked on veseels, the fol- 
lowing instructions were sent to the commanders 
of the Boston, Nashville, and Dixie: 

‘* Maintain free and uninterrupted transit. If 
interruption is threatened by armed force, occupy 
the line of railroad. Prevent landing of any 
armed force with hostile intent, either government 
or insurgent, at any poiat within fifty miles of. 
Panama. Government force reported at the 
isthmus in vessels. Prevent their landing if, in 
your judgment, the landing weuld precipitate a 
confiict.’’ 

These ordere were delivered in pursuance of the 
policy on which our gevernment had repeatedly 
acted. This policy was exhibited in orders given 
under somewhat similar circumstnaces last year, 
and the year before, and the year before that. 


Landing of the Marines. 


The message then gives the official reports 
from Commander Hubbard of the cruiser 
Nashville, explaining the necessity for land- 
ing marines at Colon en Nov. 8 and 4, and 
continues: 

This plain official account of the occurrences 
ef Nov. 4 shows that, instead of there having 
been too much prevision by the American fov- 
ernment for the maintenance of order and the 
protection of life and property on the isthmus,

I have not éenied, ner de | wish to deny, either 
the validity or the propriety of the genera] rule 
that a new state should not be recognized as in- 
dependent. till it has shown its ability to maip- 
tain ite independence. This rule is derived from 
the principle of nonintervention, and as a corollary 
of that principle has generally been observed by 
the United States. But, like the principle from 
which it is deduced, the rule is subject to exeep- 
tions; and there are in my opinion clear ané im- 
perative reasons why a departure from it was 
justified and eveh required in the present instance. 
These reasons embrace, first, our .treaty rights; 
second, our national interests and ‘safety; and, 
third, the interéets of collective civilization. | 


Sovereignty Not Guaranteed. 

Answering the contention of some persons 
that the treaty of 1846 requires the United 
tates to guarantee to Colombia her right of 
sovereignty over the isthmus, the president 
says: 

Nothing, however, could be more erroneous than 
this supposition. That our wise and patriotic an- 


would have entered into a treaty with New Granada 
ly or even primarily for the purpose of enabling 
remnant of the original republic of Colombia, 
then resolved into the states of New Granada, 
Venezuela, and Bcuador, to continue from Bogota 
to rule over the isthmus of Panama, is a conception 
that would in itself be tncredibie. 

It ts true that since the treaty was made the 
United States has again and again been obliged 
forcibly to intervene for the preservation of order 
and the maintenance of an open transit, and that 
this intervention has usually operated to the ad- 
vantage of the titular government of Colombia, but 
it ts equally true that the United States in inter- 
vening, with or without Colombia's consent, for the 
protection of the transit, has disclaimed any duty 
to defend the Colombian government against do- 
mestic tnsurrection or against the erection of an 
independent government on the isthmus of Panama. 

The attacks against which the United States en- 
gaged to protect New Granadian sovereignty were 
those of foreign powers; but this engagement was 
only a means to the accomplishment of a yet more 
important end. The great design of the article

Our action in 
recognizing the new republic has been fellowed 
by like recognition on the part of France, Ger- 
many, Denmark, Russia, Sweden and Norway,

Replies to His Critics. 

In answer to the critics of the policy of the 
administration, President Roosevelt says: — 

In view of the manifold considerations of treaty 
right and obligation, of national interest and safe- 
ty, and of collective civilization, by which our gov- 
ernment was constrained to act, I am at a loss to 
comprehend the attitude of those who can discern 
in the recognition of the republic of Panama only 
a general approval of the principle of ‘‘ revolution’ 
by which‘a given government is overturned or one 
portion of a country separated from another. 
Only the amplest justification can warrant a revo~ 
lutionary movement of either kind. But there is 
no fixed rule which can be applied to al) such 
movements. Bach case must be judged on its own 
merits. 

There have been many revolutionary movements, 
many movements for the dismemberment of coun- 
tries, which were evil, tried by any standard. But 
in my opinion no disinterested and fair minded 
observer acquainted with the circumstances can 
fail to feel that Panama had the ampiest justifica- 
tion for separation from Celombia under the con- 
ditions existing, and, moreover, that its action was 
in the highest degree beneficial to the interests of 
the entire civilized world by securing the immediate 
opportunity for the building of the tnteroceanic 


It would be well for those who are pessimistic 
as to our action in peacefully recognizing the re- 
public of Panama, while we lawfully protected 
the transit from invasion and disturbance, to re- 
call what has been done in Cuba, where we inter- 
vened even by force on general grounds of national 
interest and duty. When we interfered it was 
freely prophesied that we intended to keep Cuba 
and administer it for our own interests. The re- 
sult has demonstrated in singularly conclusive 
fashion the falsity of these prophecies. Cuba is 
now an independent republic. We governed it in 
its own interests for a few years, till {t was able 
to stand alone, and then started it upon its career 
of self-government and independence, granting it 
all necessary aid. 

Must Build the Canal. 


Coming finally to the present status of the 
Panama question, President Roosevelt says: 

*“* Meanwhile, the only question now before 
us is that of the ratification of the treaty. 
For it is to be remembered that a failure to 
ratify the treaty will not undo what has been 
done, will not restore Panama te Colombia, 
and will not alter our obligation to keep the 
transit open across the isthmus, and to pre- 5 
vent any outside power from menacing this« 
transit... . 

“In conclusion let me repeat that the ques- 
tion actually before this government is not 
that of the recognition of: Panama as an in- 
dependent republic. That is already an ac- 
complished fact. The question, and the only 
question, is whether or not we shall build an 
isthmian canal.” 


GEN. REYES ASKS ABOUT WAR. 


Colombian Envoy Told That United 
States Will Prevent Armed Invasion 
of the Isthmus of Panama. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—Accompany- 
ing President ..cosevelt’s message to con- 
gress today were copies of notes exchanged 
between Gen. Reyes and the secrevary of 
state concerning the attitude of the United 
States in case Colombian troops should be 
sent to Panama. The communication of 
Gen. ‘Reyes is addressed to Secretary Hay 

I have the honer te adé@ress te yeur excellency 
for the- purpose of stating respectfully that I 
have received from my government instructions te 
inquire what attitude would be assumed by the 
government of the United States in the event which 
may teke place of Colombian treops or forces under 
the Colombian flag making their appearance on the 
isthmus, er attempting a lané@ing on the territory 
for the defense of the sovereignty and integrity of 
Celembia, and respecting the railroad line and the 
terminal points, in acceréance with the stipulation 
of the treaty of 1846, which my country is ever 


In answer to this Secretary Hay wrote 
Gen. Reyes under date of Deo. 11, saying. 
after quoting the question asked and ex- 
plaining the status of the pending treaty be- 
tween the United States and Panama: 


In view of these facts, I am instructed to say 
your exvellency that the government of the Uni 


States would regard with the gravest concern any 
invasion of the territory ef Panama by Colombian 
troops, for the reason that bloedshed and disorder 
would inevitably result througheut the whole 
extent of the isthmus, and for the broader reason 
that in the epinien of the president the time has 
come in the interest of untversal commerce and } 
civilization to close the chapter of sanguinary 
and ruinous civil war in Panama. 

Secretary Hay on Dec. 80, 1908, acknowl- 
edged a letter from Gen. Reyes, which had 
asked him to say whether the Invasion of the 
territory of the republic of Panama by Colom- 
bian soldiers would be considered by the 
United States as a declaration.of war. The 
secretary called attention toa similar ques- 
tion which Gen. Reyes had propounded Dec. 
8 and his reply thereto on Dec. 11. Continu- 
ing the secretary said that the time whica 
had elapsed since Dec. 11 had only tended 
to deepen the painful impression which would 
be created in this ceuntry by the armed in- 
vasion of Panama territory by Colombian 
troops and the sense of the responsibility 
which weuld thereby be imposed on the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

Two letters written by M. P. Bunau-Varilla. 
minister of Panama, to the secretary of 
state, also were made a part of the corre- 
spondence sent to the senate. Both letters 
are under date of Dec. 31, 1903. The first 
letter informs Secretary Hay that the gov. 
ernment of Panama destres to receive imme- 
diately after the exchange of ratifications

Demands Tariff Changes. 
Referring to matters of domestic policy, 
Mr. Olrity said the democratic party will re- 
pudiate the “stand pat” policy, advocate 
amendment of existing tariff schedules in 
the interest of the country at large and not 
in that of special syndicates or favored in- 
dustries. He said the party would deprive 
the trusts of tariff protection, and then con- 
tinued: 


In other matters vitally affecting both our 
foreign and domestic affairs the democratic party 
will first of all stand for a pacific instead of 4 
militant republic; for appeal to the last resort of 
kings only in legitimate self-defense, and not for 
criminal aggression; for an army and fleet com- 
mensurate with actual needs, but not used either 
as playthings or to bully the weak or provoke 
the strong—in short, for the things that make fdr 
peace and not for war. 

The democratic party will also stand for the 
eupremacy of law; for law for nations no less 
than for individuals; for law for the greatest, as 
not exempted from its power, and for the least, as 
feeling its care; for law for capitalists and law for 
wage earners; for law for presidents and cabinets 
as well as for the humblest of private citizens. 


People Tire of Republicanism. 


- Upon these issues he believed the opposition 
to the republican party will eventually pre- 
vail and the American people will resume 
their normal habits of thought and action. 
He continued: 


Every season of feverish stress and storm has its 
limit. Returning reason and sobriety inevitably 
reassert themselves, and all the signs are that the 
change is now at hand, and is most welcome. We 
have had a surfeit of sensations and of spectacles, 
and needa rest. We need it to recover our equilibri- 
um, to assimilate our undigested dependencies, to 
get used to exploiting inferior races for their good 
and to our own great cost, to habituate ourselves 
generally to strange conditions, and, above all, to 
renew and reinvigorate in us that respect for law 
and that lowe of liberty and of peace which the 
exercise of military domination in any form or 
for any purpose inevitably weakens and too often 


destroys. 

In this direction lies the portunity of the 
democratic party. It could ask for no worthier 
mission than to be instrumental in restoring to 
the national life the sane and normal conditions 


upon which its health and stability depend. 
Mr. Olney then closed with the eulogy of 
Grover Cleveland already referred to. 


McClellan Predicts Victory. 

Bourke Cockran, who acted as toastmaster, 
introduced as the first speaker Mayor Mc- 
Clellan, who said in part: 

It was my good fortune twe months ago to lead 
the democratic party to victory in this city. It 
was my fortune to be the standard bearer in the 
first successful skirmish preliminary to the great 
battle which is to be fought this year,-and so, in 
hearing your cheers, I fee] that they are not in- 
tended so much for the man who stands before 
you as for the cause which he had the honor to 
represent. And for that cause I ask you to join 
with me in ‘sending from this great democratic 
gathering in this great democratic city the glad 
news to our brethren throughout the land that 
we, democrats of New York, are resolute in our 
purpose to wrest the state and nation from repub- 
lican misrule. : 

Because we are capable of much, much is ex- 
pected of us; because much has been given to us 
much will be required. Let us, then, at the begin- 
ning of. this political year, present to the country 
the spectacle of a unfted and loyal party, striving 
earnestly to be werthy of the name of democrats. 
Wherever they are.tonight, in the east or the west, 
in the north or the south, let al] democrats hear 
our avowal. Sinking every sordid, and selfish, and 
unworthy motive; united for a common object and 
in a common cause, as were our forbears in the 
days gone by, we stand for right and justice within 
and without the beundaries of our country, that 
we may restore the rule of the people fn its truest 
sense and insure to ourselves and to posterity the 
blessings of liberty. 


Hill Attacks Roosevelt. 


After Gov. A. J. Montague of Virginia had 
spoken briefly David B. Hill was introduced 
and greeted with cheers loud and léng. He 
began at once an attack upon the policy of 
the Roosevelt administration, saying in part: 

Thoughtful citizens, solicitous for the welfare of 
their country, viéw with apprehension the danger- 
ous tendencies of the public policies which are 
either approved or tolerated by the party in power 
in the nation. They see the best traditions of the 
government set aside or ignored, while a course¢f 
intrigue and dishonor in fnternationa!l matters is 
recklessly and shamelessly entered upon. 

The fair fame of the ceuntry is being greatly 
tarnished in a strenueus effort for personal glory 
at the expense of truth and consistency. It has 
ever been in the past the pride and boast of our 
republic that weaker nations have been safe from 
attacks from us, and that in our intercourse with 
other governments the spirit of pationa! brother- 
hood has always been cultivated rather than de- 
stroyed. 


Denounces Panama Policy. 

Mr. Hill characterized the course of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in the Panama affair as “a 
species of contemptible machination un- 
worthy of the head of a great nation, 
prompted by personal ambition and a desire 
to startle and dazzle the people, “ part and 
parcel of a political gcheme to prematurely 
force his own nomination for the presidency 
and to preciude the consideration of the 
name of any other candidate within his own 

y,” and “a cheap and transparent play 
the leries.”” 
py tl he said, alone has power to de- 


clare war, and yet the spectacle is presented 


* gt this hour of the naval forces of the United 


States being used to prevent a sister repub- 
lic from. exercising the lawful function of 
suppressing a rebellion against its legiti- 
mate authority within its own borders. 

Mr. Hill declared it “the duty of democ- 
racy to resist the consummation of this out- 
‘yage,”’ and urged the rejection of the treaty 
in the senate. 

Mr. Hill next took up conditions in the 
army, speaking of ‘“‘the studied. insult to 
Lieut. Gen. Miles’ in the order announcing 
his retirement from the army, and “ the 
constant and persistent endeavor to confer 
upon personal favorites of the president the 
highest honors of the army, regardless of 
length of service, gallant conduct, or indi- 
vidual fitness.” We criticised the detailing 
of naval vessels in the vicinity of the presi- 
dent’s home at Oyster Bay, and said: ° 

“In view of these circumstances it is no 
wonder that the president saw no serious 
misconduct on the part of Gen. Wood in 
Cuba when he used public funds to influence 
the action of congress in behalf of certain 
which his commander in chief 

esired.”’ 


Criticises Roosevelt’s Books. | 


Mr. Hill declared the omission of reference 
to Gen. George B. McClellan tn the presi- 
dent’s oration at Antietam “an éxhibition 
_of monumental littleness an@ criticised him 
for failure to pay greater tribute to Presi- 
dent Jefferson in his Louisiana purchase 
address at St. Louls. He continued: 

At this point, I may be permitted to digress in 
order to suggest that Mr. Roosevelt’s exaggerated 
or inconsiderate habits of speech were acquired 
years ago, and are characteristic of all his 
productions. In his life of Thomas H. Benton he 
severely criticises the great statesman, Henry 
Clay, and attributes to him a “ fondness for a 
spirited and spectacular foreign policy.’ We are 
tempted to suggest that the people would like to 
know what kind of a foreign policy Henry Clay 
would regard the present Panama- muddle into 
which the country has been plunged. 

Mr. Roosevelt fin the same volume criticises an- 
other of his prede sident Tyler—as fol- 
lows: 

** He was a politician of menumental littlehess. 
Owing to the nicely divided condition of parties, 
and to the sheer accident which threw him into 
a position of such prominence that it allowed 
him to hold the balance of power between them, he 
was enabled to turn politics completely topsy- 
turvey, but his chief mental and mora! attributes 
were pesvishness, fretful obstinacy, inconsistency, 
incapacity to make up his own mind, and the 
ability to quible over the most microscopic and 
hair splitting plays upon words, together with 
an inordinate vanity that so blinded him to all 
‘outside feeling as to make him really think that 
he stood a chance to be renominated for the presi- 
de

repeating itself ?’’ 


Suggests a Platform. 


Mr. Hill then declared that thereis a grow- 
ing oppositiom to President Roosevelt among 
business men, and compared the present ad- 
ministration with those of Grover Cleveland. 
He said that the people were ready for a 
change. He suggested a platform containing 
planks for tariff revision and regulation of 
the trusts. On the money question he said: 

In regard -to the money question our differences 
are greatly exaggerated and much misrepresented. 
There ought not to be any difficulty at this time 
in framing a financial plank acceptable to every 
intelligent and reasonable democrat. The logic 
of events has cleared the situation, It is not be- 
lieved that any further monetery legislation is 
now desirable. If a specific plank on this subject 
is needed, then a simple declaration itn favor of 
international bimetallism, to be secured by an 
agreement between the leading nations of the 
world, in the event that further coinage legislation 
becomes necessary, would be unobjectionable. 


He suggested planks for the election of 
United States senators by direct vote, rigid 
adherence to the Monroe doctrine, and the 
avoidance of an eastern policy preventing its 
consistent enforcement, the admission to 
statehood of Oklahoma, New Mexico, and 
Arizona, and opposition to the ‘* maintenance 
on American poseessions of colonial sys- 
tems of government analogous to the British 
colonial system.” 


HUNGARIAN TROOPS REVOLT. 


Soldiers Whose Terms Have Expired 
Rioting as Result of Failure 
of Recruiting Bill. 


VIENNA, Jan. 4.—In Trebinje and Bilek, 
in Hungary, a serious revolt has broken out 
among the troops, whose terms of service 
expired at the end of the year, but who were 
retained with the colors owing to the failure 
of the Hungarian rliament to pass the 
annual recruiting bid. When the men were 
paraded they jeered at their officers after 
which they discarded their arms and went 
to the village where they caroused and cre- 
ated disturbances. The soldiers then tore 
down the portraits of the emperor and the 
crown prince. Finally the garrison was 
summoned and the revolters arrested.

An English traveler, who was camping 
through the grass country this summer, was 
the guest of a Mongol prince, who told him 
how a few Russians had come to survey the 
line of railway down to Pekin and had never 
gone away. They had begun building winter 
houses this year, apparently for a greater 
number of Cossacks, and the prince kept ask- 
ing his guest why the Russians did not go 
away, what they were staying for. 

“ They will never gaaway unless you drive 
them away. They are staying and building 
houses because they consider that yotr 
country is now their country,” was the can- 
did friend’s response, 

The most important b of the Trans- 
siberian road will be that | ng from Ir- 
kutsk to Pekin, which will shorten the time 
between Pekin and St. Petersburg by four 
or five days. Instead of making the great 
detour around by way of Manchuria and 
Dalny, the line will strike away from Irkutsk 
in almost direct line to Pekin, following 
the old trade route of centuries. | 

At Kiakhta, on the transbaikal frontier, 
the Russians have naturally e large garri- 
son, and all the way down through Mongolia 
the Hine of the proposed railway is now 
marked by barracks and Cossack camps. 

At Urga, the most important place in Mon- 
golia, 700 miles from Pekin, the Russians 
have now a garrison of 2,000 troops and Cos- 
sacks, and as many more enlisted Mongoll- 
ans. Urga is the spiritual as well as commer- 
cial and political metropolis of Mongolia. 
The lama at Urga is a living Buddha, rank- 
ing next after the dalai lama of Thibet, and 
the Mongolian town contains many splendid 
temples with colossa! images and great bells. 
Many lamas from the great lama temple 
in Pekin have betaken themselves to Urga 
since the return of the court and the oontin- 
ued negiect-of the emperor to visit-the temple 
or resume its allowance. » 

Near the Mongolian holy city is the Chinese 
city where the overiand trade centers, where 
caravans of camels file by without ceasing, 
transporting brick tea in baskets. A Chi- 
nese political resident practically rules in 
this region of independent Mongol princes, 
and a Chinese general with two battalions 
of troops support him—did support him until 
the Russian visitors came.\ There came first 
the engineers and surveyors with a few tents; 
then more tents, and the tents became bar- 
racks; then regular forts were built, and 
just now guns have been mounted on both. 
When once fortified the Russian commander 
sent word to the Chinese political agent that 
the Chinese soldiers could not bear arms at 
thirty paces beyond the Chinese headquar- 
ters; if found outside that limit the Russians 
would seize theirarms. Hence comes a cry 
for help from the practically besieged Chi- 
nese officials In Urga, and ft is found that 
the Russian camps are fixed all the way 
down to Kalgan, the gateway in the great 
wall, northwest of Pekin. Another survey- 
ing season will bring the engineers through 
Nankow pass, in sight of the gate towers 
an@ palace roofs of Pekin. 


CONSISTORY PUT OFF TILL JUNE

It is a settled principle iu ethics that a | 
man with a pass is his possession admitting | 
him to a theater or givivg him free trans- 
portation on a railroad cannot help being | 
prejudiced in favor of that theater or rail- 
road to a greater or lesser extent. That 
ig the subtle influence of a pass. In the 
case of an alderman, official inspector, or 
the head of a department, all of whom have 
more or less supervision and contro! of thea- 
ters and railroads, they do not see certain 
defects, dangers, and violations of or- 
dinances, if they have passes, which they 
would be sure to.see if they did not have 
them. A pass makes them extremely un- 
observant, in fact almost blind, but the 
abseuce of a pass makes them not only ex- 
tremely observant but extremely critica) 
and fault finding. 

This is the object of managers of theaters 
and of railroads when they give passes to 
those in authority. They are not moved 
by motives of generosity. They do not give 
aldermen free admittance merely because 
they are aldermen and desire to honor the 
Office, nor do they give them because alier- 
men are their acquaintances or friends. 


consideration is not that those who accept 
tainment—managers care nothing for that— 


ought to see, that they shall not see viola- 
tions of the ordinances they themselves 
have made, or, if they do see them, that 
they shall wink at them. The pass is a 
petty bribe—a bribe so small that the man 
who takes it should be ashamed. It is an 
easy form of bribery for managers, for 
they do not have to be underhanded about 
it. It is a recognized custom in the case 
of every kind of public show from a dog 
fight to the opera. It is the cheapest kind 
of bribery for the managers, as it does not 
involve actual gift of money, but of a seat, 
and the price of a seat is easily made up 
by the stand up tickets.

THE SPECIAL MESSAGE ON PANAMA. | 
“We are not against the canal—indeed 
not,” said Senators Gorman, Hoar, ét al. 
“ All we are against is the republic of Pan- 
ama. We are for Colombia. We think 
Panama ought to return to the parent fold. 
Of course we wouldn't go to the length of 
advocating an isthmian war, but something 
ought to be done. The president was pre- 
cipitate in recognizing Panama. He even 
(probably) connived at, aided, and abetted 
the ‘revolution.” He has got the United 
States into an awful tangle. Here is Pan- 
ama owner of the isthmus, and it offers us 
the canal strip on splendid terms. What 
shall we do about it? Let us pass a reso- 
lution gsking the president if he didn’t tell 
a lie in his annual message when he ex- 
plained what part the government had taken 
in the matter, and then let us vote to kill 
the canal treaty. That will not help Colom- 
tla\a particle, will not wipe out the wrong 
whith we may have done’ber, but it will hurt 
Panama and ourselves; in fact, it will hurt 
the commerce of the whole world. So shall 
the stain upon our honor be wiped out. Be- 
sides, preventing the canal on high moral 
grounds wil be a splendid campaign issue.” 
This highly sane, coherent, practical view 
résts upon the premise that the president 
encouraged, aided, and abetted Panama. 
If he didn’t do those things the entire se- 
quence collapses simultaneously with its 
premise. The president anticipates the 
possible passage of a resolution asking about 
his complicity in the isthmian revolution in 
his special message sent to congress yester- 
y. He says: ‘ 

think it proper to say that no one connected 
with this government had any part tn preparing, 
inciting, or encouraging the late revolution on 


the isthmus of Panama, and that, save from the 
reports of our military and naval officers given 


had any previous knowledge of the revolution 
except such as was accessible to any person of 
ordinary intelligence who read the newspapers 
and kept up @ current acquaintance with public 
affairs. 


That declaration is surely unequivocal 
enough. It is a flat, downright statement 
that this government did not incite the revo- 
lution. It releases those who professed con- 
scientious scruples from the necessity of 
voting against the cana!) treaty. For such 
people that declaration is the crucial point 
of the matter. 

To other people, who thought that Colom- 
bia’s highway methods in the immediate 
past did not entitle her to a ful] cup of sym- 
pathy’ in the present, and who really wish 
to see the canal dug, one other section of the 
message is still more interesting. It is 
where the president says that this govern- 
ment will not permit the reconquest of 
Panama by Colombia. From a practical 
point of view that is the core of the matter. 
It means the canal will be dug. 

The president has put his parliamentary 
opponents, who were trying to make polit- 
ical capital out of him, in a box where he 
will make political capita] out of them or 
else force them to vote for the canal treaty. 
For he says Panama has come to stay. It 
offers us excellent terms for the-canal in. 
the Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty, which it has 
already ratified. The question ts, shall the 
United States accept theterms? That ques- 
tion is before the senate. 

If the senate rejects the treaty what 
will be the effect? Not to restore Panama 
to Colombia, and so wipe out the wrong 
which the anti-treaty senators say has been 
committed, for the president has said that 
Panama will stay independent whether the 
treaty is beaten or not. The only effect, 
therefore, of beating the treaty will be to 
postpone the canal. Is the postponement of 
the cana! a vote getting issue? We think 
not. When Mr. Gorman started in to play 
politics on the canal question he somehow 
got hold of the wrong end of the hot poker 
and his hands are so burned and Diistered 
from this unfortunate mishap as to prevent 
him from bearing a standard the coming fall. 


LOOK AFTER THE CHURCHES. 

Thirty-eight years ago a false alarm of 
fire was raised one evening during service 
in St. Mary’s church at the corner of Wea- 
bash and Madison. The people sitting in 
a little gallery made a rush for the steep, 
narrow stairs which led to the main floor. 
Three women, belonging to one of the Cath- 
olic orders, were thrown down, trampled on, 
and killed. That would not have happened 
vad there been better facilities for exit. 
Day before yesterday a nearby fire fright- 
ened the attendants at a church funeral. 
The mourners, mostly women, rushed madly 
for the door. Several were bruised, but 
nobody was hurt. Had the fire béen in the 
church itself the consequences would have 
been more serious. 

Chicago has been singularly free from 
lose of life due to fires in churches. How

No doubt there are many churches fin 
Chicago which do not comply with the pro- 
visions of the building ordinances and are 
unsafe, They should be mate safe. The 
church authorities should be the first to 
take action in the premises and not wait 
for the city to give orders.| They should 
call in experts and do whatever they say 
should be done. A disregard of wise pré- 
cautions in a church ts as likely to lead to 
fatal consequences as in a theater. 


BUREAU OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 

A former head of the building depart- 
ment in New York City, who was alive to 
the grave responsibilities of his position in 
connection with theaters and other buildings 
where large numbers of people assemble, 
soon became aware of the fact that the 
duty of making such places safe was di- 
vided between several departments which 
did not work harmoniously together. He 
found that the responsibility for many 
things was so divided between the police, 
building, and fire departments that it rested 
nowhere. Complaints were referred from 
one office to another, and frequently were 
acted on by no department, so that neces- 
sary reforms were not. secured. 


The head of the building department was | 


moved to suggest that the system of divid- 
ing responsibility so that often nobody could 
be held responsible be discarded, and that a 
bureau. of public safety be organized to 
have immediate and undivided charge of 
all places of assembly and to suggest what- 
ever legislation & might deem necessary to 
make them safe. The change proposed has 
not been made yet. Perhaps it will be now 
that the Chicago catastrophe has given mu- 
nicipal authorities much fodd for thought. 
It is admitted that there are many New, 
York theaters where there would be great 
loss of life in case of a fire, ' 

Is there divided responsibility in Chicago 
as regards making theaterssafe? Arethere 
some matters which the buikding depart- 
ment and others which the fire department 
is supposed to look after? If so, the system 
of dual control should be ended forthwith. 
There should be a concentration of responsi- 
bility. One and the same bureau should 
supervise the construction of all theaters 
and other places of assembly to make cer- 
tain that they are secure at the outset, and 
then maintain a constant inspection of the 
premises so as to know that everything con- 
tinues In good condition and al! precaution- 
ary measures are rigidly observed. If a 
theater wishes to give an extrahazardous 
show, such as “Mr. Bluebeard,” it should’ 
not be allowed to do so until! the bureau had 
been consulted, had investigated, and had 
approved. Bei: | 

+. TAKE NO MORE CHAN 
It is said that the belated ordet of the 
mayor closing the theaters unti) the pro- 
visions of the building ordinance shall have 
been complied with is a hardship for em- 
ployés who will be thrown out of work tem- 
porarily. So it is, The innocent suffer for 
the sins of the guilty. In this instance 
the guilty are the theater mamagers, now so 
solicitous about employés, who should have 
made long ago the changes they are ordered 
to make, and the city officials—superiors 
and subordinates—-who failed to force the 
managers to obey the laws. | 

While regretting the hardships of theater 
employés, actors, and bill posters, one must 
not altogether forget the sufferings of those 
who lost children, wives, or sisters in a fire 
which would not have happened if the Iro- 
quois theater had not been allowed to open 
uutil all city ordinances had been fully com- 
plied with. The employés' and managers 
of the theater would have! been inconven- 
ienced had its opening been delayed, but 
nearly 600 lives would have been saved. | 

If a theater which is unsafe because it 
does not comply with the ordinances were 
to be opened—not for the sake of the mana- 
ger, of course, but that of the employés— 
and there were to be a fire with a loss of 
only one life, the popular verdict would be 
that a crime was committed when that 
theater was allowed to open. | 

After the awful lesson of last Wednes- 
day’s fire it is better not to take any 
chances, no matter if theater managers are 
anxious to.take them—for the sake of their 
employés.

COCKMAN TO MILWAUKEE 


Western League Club Is Awarded 
Player—Jones and Davis 
Discussed. 


Cincinnati. O., Jan. 4.—{Special.]—The an- 


. nual meeting of the national baseball com- 


mission in thie city today was attended by 
sensational features. The magnates met in 
the morning at the St. Nicholas hotel and 
spent the afternoon and evening at the 
Loughrey club aw a guest of Garry Hermann. 

The morning session was not largely at- 
tended on account of the visitors’ being de- 
layed on the road. James A. Hart of the 
Chicago National League club spent the 
morning in the city, but was called back to 
Chicago on important business. 

Several decisions of more or less importance 
were handed down and the case of Pitcher 
Scanlon of the Iiton (N. Y.) team, who was 
sold to Pittsburg, was reopened at the re- 
quest of Barney Dreyfuss. No decision was 
reached. Player Cockman, claimed by the 
Philadelphia Nationals, was awarded to the 
Milwaukee Western league team, That 
team originally had Cockman on its pay roll, 
but the player accepted $200 advance money 
and for that reason the Philadelphia manage- 
ment put in a claim for services. The com- 
mission holds Cockman still belongs to Mil- 
waukee, but Philadelphia must be reim- 
bursed for the money advanced. 


Quick Awarded to Salt Lake. , 


Player Quick was awarded to the Salt 
Lake City team. It was decided that the 
New York American League club had not 
purchased the player. Ambrose Puttmann, 
Cincinnati's left handed twirler, who was 
fined $200 for leaving Seattle, asked for re- 
lief. The commission decided it had no juris- 
diction tn the matter. -Clarence Quinn, who 
formerly played with Norwich (Corn.) club, 
was awarded to the Philadelphia Ameri-. 
cans. 

The cases of T. Barry Carr, late of Provi- 
dence, and Lucia of Milwaukee, were passed 
for further hearing. Beaumont, who had been 
suspended by the Bridgeport (Conn.) club 
asked for a rehearing. He .was referred 
to the National association for relief, with 
notification to again appeal! to the commis- 
sion if he did not receive it. In the case of 
infielder Raymer, who was drafted from Co- 
lumbus, O., by the Boston Nationals, Presi- 
dent Pulliam was instructed. to see that 
Columbus was reimbursed for any money 
that club paid out for the player. 


Jones-Davis Case Discussed. 


The amendment to the contracts adopted 
by both leagues, which requires the players 
to report for practice, was approved. On the 
motion of Ban Johnson, the National agree- 
ment and all decisions of the National tom- 
mission are to be published in pamphlet form‘ 

On account of James A. Hart’s absence 
there was only an tnformal discussion in the 
Fielder Jones-George Davis cases. These 
players were awarded to the Chicago Ameri- 
can league club some time ago and there has 
been considerable discussion ever since.

New York American League Team Se- 
cures Grounds at Ridgewood Park 
for Use Next Season. 


New York, Jan. 4.—[Spectal.]—The New York 
American league club has completed arrange- 
ments by which Griffith's team will play Sunday 
games within the limits of greater New York next 
summer.

Demurrer to Conspiracy 


dictment Is Sustained and 
Case of State Weakened. 


FINE POINT OF LAW MADE 


Questions of Fact Not Entered 
“Into But First Charge Is 
Entirely Invalidated. 


Neb., 4.—[Special. }-United 
States Senator Charlies H. Dietrich scored 
@ decided victory in the first round of his 
fight in the federal court today: He suc- 
Geeced in knocking out one of the three in- 
dictments against him and greatly weaken- 
ing the whole case of District Attorney Sum- 
mers. 

The ruling on a demurrer by Senator Diet- 
rich aiso, it is said, establishes a precedent 
tm the court in Nebraska. 

The hearing was opened with Judges Mun- 
ger and Van Devanter sitting together. and 
the ruling in Dietrich’s favor was made by 
Judge Van Devanter. 

Inasmuch as the state depended on the 
frst indictment to establish its cases in the 
other two against the senator, the practical 
quashing of the first leaves little hope of 
securing convictions on the others. 

No questions of fact were gone into, the 
entire session of the court today being given 


@ver to technical disputes and arguments. 


Three Indictments Found. 

The senator was under three indictments— 
one for conspiracy to receive a bribe, one for 
accepting a bribe, and ‘one for profiting by 
the leasing of a building to the government. 

The contentions today turned on the first 
two 


Gen. Cowin, counsel for the senator, said 
Senator Dietrich was ready for trial under 
the first indictment charging the violation 
of the law. 

District. Attorney Summers stated that the 
ot ramen was ready for trial under the 

ictment charging the senator with con- 
spiracy with Postmaster Fisher of Hastings 
to violate eaten 1,781 of the revised stat- 
utes. 

He stated that the government had pre- 
pared for trial of the conspiracy charge 
under an impression that if this charge were 
not proven in all probability there would not 
be shown any direct violation of the statute. 
He said that if the plan proposed by the de- 
fense were followed it would have the effect 
of trying the case backward. 

Counsel] for Senator Dietrich then entered 
@ demurrer to the indictment under which 
the state wanted to go to trial and it was 


. taken up and argued. At 2 o'clock Judge 


Van Devanter read his decision. 


Court Sugtains Demurrer. 

He announced for the court that the de- 
murrer was sustained. In his opinion Judge 
Van Devanter said: 

“The indictment is challenged by a de- 
murrer upon the ground that agreeing to 
receive a bribe and agreeing to. give one 
under such circumstances are acts specifi- 
cally prohibited by section 1.781, and that, 
therefore. such an agreement is taken out 
of and excepted from, the general section 
6,440. If section 1,781.was in terms confined 
to prohibiting the receipt of such a bribe by 
@ member of congress, and the giving of such 
@ bribe by an applicant for office. or other 

rson, then we would be of the opinion that 

e indictment, in charging a conspiracy or 
a@greement to do that which is prohibited, 
would charge an offense, punishable by sec- 
tion 5.440; but, since section 1,781 in terms 
prohibits an agreement to accept or give 
such '& bribe, as well as the acceptance or 
payment thereof. we are of the opinion that 
such an agreement between the bribetaker 
and the bribe giver cannot be made the sub- 
ject of a prosecution for conspiracy under 


“pection 5.440, but must be dealt with by sep- 


arate prosecutions under section 1,781. 

“We are, therefore, constrained to hold 
that these defendants must be separately 
prosecuted under the separate indictments 
now pending in this court, charging Dietrich 
as a senator in congress with agreeing to 
receive the bribe named and charging Fisher 
with agreeing to give the same. The de 
murred will be sustained.” 


Ruiing Is Radical One, 

This decision is held to be a precedent in 
the miatter of indictments in conspiracy 
‘cases. In effect the opinion is that the law 
is at fault in providing, in addition to the 
actual taking and giving of bribes, an 
“agreement” to take and give bribes. 

Judge Van Devanter announced that the 


. trial under the indictment charging alleged 


unlawful leasing of a building to the gov- 
ernment would receive the court’s attention, 
and gave the district attorney until Tuesday 
at 9 o'clock to prepare the case. 

To the indictment in this case Senator 
Dietrich’s counsel also demurred, and the 
Matter was taken under advisement until 
tomorrow at 9 o'clock. 


STRIKE OF ENGINEERS FAILS 


TO BOTHER B'S BUILDINGS. 


Only One Skyscraper Is Held Up and 
in Others Enough Nonunion Men Are 
Found to Run Machinery. 


When put to the test yesterday the strike 
ef the engineers in the office buildings proved 
@ failure. Not one large structure was tied 
up. Nonunion men were found te care for 
the machinery, and elevators and steam 
plants were kept going. 

‘The only place where the order of the 
gineers produced any effect appreciable to 
tepants was in the Metropolitan biock at La 
Salle and Randolph streets. The cars here 
remained at the bottom of their shafts and 
there was little steam in the building. 

The meeting of the Steam Power council at 
noon, when the engineers asked the support 
of the firemen, elevator men, and electricians, 
broke up im discord. The engineers failed to 
convince the others of the merits of their 
case, and had to leave without any pledge 
of assistance. In the evening the three 

‘gnions now working met and indorsed the 
action of their representatives in the council. 

The action of the engineers in attacking 
buildings not operated by the Managers’ as- 
sociation did much to alienate those whose 
support they asked. 

“That sort of thing ts nonsense,” said one 
of the firemen. ‘“ The engineers have enough 
gn their hands with the Managers’ associa- 
tion bulldings without trying to tie up the 
whole city. They have gone out of their way 
seeking trouble, and we cannot be expectd 

follow 

While the managers secured men to keep 
the skyecrapers going, {t was evident they did 
not have enough men to run things as they 


wished. Evvery available oiler, water tender, 


and fireman who was believed to have some 
knowledge of engines was rushed to the city 
ball to take the examination for an-engineer’s 
lioense. The city ordinances were examined 
and the advice of attorneys was sought to 
find ways to put the applicants through. |

Find That Exclusive Agreements with 
Labor Unions Are Failures—Men Go 
on Strike, bat Employers Willi Open

stricts Output. — Pressfeeders’ Pay 
Is Cut—Contractors to Meet.
